Why do 
you destroy magazines which be¬ 
long to the other students and 
you? Miss Burney would appre¬ 
ciate any courtesy that you 
might show' in helping her take 
care of the library for you, the 
present student body, and for the

LITTLE WHITE LIES 

We Mailed at the naive discus¬ 
sion as reported by the delegates 
to the Student Christian Associa¬ 
tion in chapel the other day, “We 


concluded that little white white 
lies are all right.” 

Now, far be it from us to aav 
that little white lies are not all 
right. One thing dead certain, 
anybody who lives any length of 
time in this vale of tears and lo¬ 
cale of lies must work out a tech¬ 
nique for evasion or get himself 
in a peck of troubles, including 
loss of personal popularity and all 
sorts of other worries. And we 
haven't the final answer on when 
to lie. how far to lie, and after 
one had lied and got caught, the 
precise etiquette, and all. But, by 
and large, how about skillfully 
handling situations so that lying 
isn’t necessary? The really adept 
person doesn’t do much lying. He 
takes care to handle people so he 
doesn’t have to lie; or he works 
oat a way of telling the truth so 
that it is helpful, constructive, and 
genuinely appreciated. Still, we 
can’t yet do two things politely: 
Tell some one he has halitosis, 
or go tend to his own business. 

The other problems, as men¬ 
tioned by the report, included 
stealing, cheating, and secret 
marriages in college. 

Put things out of sight to pre¬ 
vent temptation on the part of 
the thief. That's a good laugh. 
Locks were made shortly after the 
episode in the Garden of Eden 
for the same purpose. Bqt again 
the problem goes more deeply 
than the method suggested by the 
conference. Respect for property 
rights is one of the ideals that 
man has acquired only after loTig 
effort, and lie still has the prin¬ 
ciple imperfectly under control. 
The predatory instinct, of which 
theivery is but one. is a deeply 
rooted thing: and wc fear, chil- 
len, that merely hiding your text 
books isn’t the answer. Then, 
again, maybe it is—for all prac¬ 
tical purposes. But we, last year 
“lost” twelve dollars worth of 
books. We sigh and wish we had 
hid them out of sight. 

As for cheating on examina¬ 
tions, there again we haven’t the 
final word. But we have always 
.loticed this that the good stu¬ 
dent does not cheat. He does not 
have to. We could wish all stu¬ 
dents were good. Alas, they are 
not! 

But there was no quarrel to be 
made with the report on secret 
marriages. That they end tragic- 
:■ Ily for all parties is so often true 
that we would lend our voice 
against them always. Yes, we 
I now the problem that goes deep*- 
er than secret marriage itself; 
and a very real problem it is. 
But a secret marriage is never, 
or almost never, the answer to 
the problem. We think we have 
never yet seen a secret marriage 
of any kind that did not ultimate¬ 
ly spell a lot of trouble, no end 
of tears, for the parents of the 
Jw*t> people and the two people 
themselves. 

After all. college is primarily 
a place to study. College students 
are supposed to use the time for 
study. And, sad as this sounds, a 
student that uses his time for 
study, and really works at this 
job of work, usually won’t have 
to lie, won’t feel the need of 
cheating, won’t want to steal, and 
marriage, secret or otherwise, will 
loom still a long while ahead of 
him. and remote from his needs 

-as in all probability it is.
